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Alumni organize Gallaudet 
College Fund campaign 


Seven Gallaudet alumni came to 
Kendall Green Aug. 1 and 2 to learn 
about fundraising and to begin organiz- 
ing the kick-off for this fall’s Gallaudet 
College Fund campaign. 

With the Gallaudet College Fund 
(formerly called the Annual Fund) the 
College is attempting to involve alumni 
with annual giving. This is the second 
year of the campaign. 

The 1983 campaign will be a bit dif- 
ferent from the previous year’s. Two 
areas— The Washington Metropolitan 
area and Northern California—will have 
a TTY-A-Thon, where alumni will be 
contacted by telephone. Eight other 
areas will operate with personal contact 
and direct mail campaigns. 

Last year’s campaign covered five 
areas throughout the United States— 
Northern California, Washington, 
Michigan, New York and Colorado. 
This year the campaign has expanded 
to include five new areas—lllinois, 
Louisiana, Utah, Texas and Metropoli- 
tan Washington. 

The workshop was conducted by 
Ernest Hoffmann, coordinator of the 
G.C. Fund in the Development Office. 
President Edward C. Merrill, Jr. 
welcomed participants and introduced 
W. Lloyd Johns, president-elect, who 
spoke briefly about the importance of 
alumni support. Other guest speakers 
were Mary Anne Pugin, coordinator of 
Alumni Programs with the Alumni/ 
Public Relations Office; Clifford 
Rowley, New York area chairperson of 
the G.C. Fund; and Leo Jacobs of 
Fremont, CA, vice chairman of the 
Gallaudet College Fund Council. Terry 
Schavone, director of Development 
here, also spoke about the TTY-A- 
Thon program.

because people were not used to giv- 
ing,” said Hoffmann. “This year we 
hope to increase our alumni gifts.” 
Hoffman noted that, prior to the 
establishment of the Gallaudet College 
Fund, there were only two major fund- 
raising campaigns that involved 
Gallaudet alumni—the Centennial Fund 
of 1964 and the Alumni House cam- 
paign which began in 1979. Last year 
20-25% of the alumni were still mak- 
ing contributions to fulfill their pledges 
to the Alumni House, and only 4% — 
230—contributed to the Gallaudet Col- 
lege Fund.

Funds available 
for research 


The Division of Research has issued 
a Request for Proposals for its Small 
Grant Program. The program is de- 
signed to encourage Kendall Green 
faculty, staff and graduate students to 
conduct small research projects. 

Approximately $15,000 will be 
distributed during the upcoming fall, 
spring and summer terms. Typically, 
funded projects last for one year and 
vary in level of support from $500 to 
$2,000. It is anticipated that $6,000 to 
$8,000 will be allocated during the first 
funding cycle. 

The deadline for applications is Sept. 
15. Additional information can be ob- 
tained from budget unit heads and de- 
partment chairpersons, or from the vice 
president for Research in Fay House.

Fulbright scholars 
visit Gallaudet 


Two hundred Fulbright scholars from 
all over the world attended an Aug. 8 
afternoon program on the accomplish- 
ments of deaf people in U.S. higher 
education held in the MSSD audi- 
torium. The students are in 
Washington, D.C. for a three week 
orientation sponsored by the Consor- 
tium of Universities of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area and the United 
States Information Agency. Next they 
will begin graduate programs of study 
in universities across the country. 

Merv Garretson, special assistant to 
the president, introduced the students 
to deaf people as a linguistic world 
community that represents people and 
not boundaries or locations. Later he 
spoke about sign languages and the 
position of deaf people in developing 
countries. 

Don Pettingill, director of Programs 
in Adult and Community Education, 
stated that he was honored and 
pleased to address a group of “FLWs- 
future leaders of the world.” He went 
on to explain that “deafness is not as 
much of a handicap as it is a frustrating 
nuisance.” When Pettingill’s new digital 
watch began to sound a melody alarm 
in the midst of presentation it became 
clear to the scholars that only he and 
Garretson could not hear the watch 
singing to the microphone. Giving the 
watch to Garretson, following the inter- 
preter’s alert to the distraction, Pettingill 
repeated that there are certain pitfalls 
to deafness. 

A journalism student from Somalia 
remarked that he was so impressed 
with the possibilities for deaf people 
that he would write a story for his 
home country newspaper.
